Grant and the Third Term. 


A Long Branch correspondent of the 
New York Herald writes under date of 


A few days ago aleadiag Liberal Re- 
publican of the West, encouraged by in- 
structions that President Grant was 
strongly inclined to a new political move- 
ment for a third term, cametwo Long 
Branch and called upon the President at 
his cottage to obtain his views upon the 
subject. The result of this conference, 
aus given to the writer from a third party, 
an intelligent and responsible man, were 
these: After the usual introductory for- 
malities, the Liberal Republican embassa- 
dor having stated the object of his visit 
and his desire for a a free interchange of 
thought and suggestions, the Presiient 
said that the country had manifestly had 
enough of the rule of the Republican 
party; that the party had fulfilled its 
mission and outlived its usefulness, and 
that the people, tired of the corruptions 
and demoralizations of the Republican 
party in Congress, and tired of its 
extreme sectional measures, were ready 
and anxious for a change. Next, in the 
course of the conversation the President 
suggested that if the Liberal Republican 
party would take the lead in nominating 
him upon the platform we have indicated 
he had no doubt of the success of the 
movement. The Liberal Republicaa ne- 
gotiator submitted, however, that his 
party was but a handful of men, and 
that of themselves, as a party, they could 
do nothing. ‘The President replied that 
they were a respeetable body of indepen- 
deut men; that their principles were ac- 
ceptable to the people, and that in mov- 
ing for his re-election in opposition to the 
regular Republican party they would first 
bring over the Democratic party, and that 
in the next place all the Southern States 
would support the movement; and, 
again, the moneyed interests of the coun- 
try, desirous of avoiding any dangerous 
changes or experiments in our financial 
system, will support a new party which, 
while aiming to displace the Republi- 
cans, will support the President for 
another term as the nationa]l standard 
bearer of this new organization, ‘The 
President also submitted that the Execu- 
tive patronage would prove an element of 
considerable weight in this new party un- 
dertaking, and that, with all the forees to 
back it which he had indicated, defeat 
would be impossible and success certain. 
Furthermore, we are informed that when 
these high cofitratting parties separated 
it was the promise on the one part that 
the Liberal Republicans, so far as di- 
rectly represented in this conference, 
will move in behalf of Gen. Grant for a 
third term, and with a promise on _ his 
part that to strengthen this movesnent 
the President will veto the Civil 
Rights bill if passed at the coming ses- 
sion of Congress; will insist upon civil 
service reform, notwithstanding the ob- 
jections of this Congress; will urge a 
universal amnesty in his next annual 
message, and te the extent of his power 
and resources will clear out the carpet- 
baggers and prove himself a true friend 
of the South and of Southern rights 
under the Constitution. We have this 
information, we repeat, from an intelli. 
gent and responsible man, who says that 
these things are true, and who believes 
that under the programme we have out- 
lined General Grant can, and probably 
will, be elected for a third Presidential 
term asthe candidate of the combined 
opposition forces against the party in 
power,

Ifow a Great Seandal was Dealt 
with Seventy Years Ago.

About seventy years ago there lived in 
this country avery great man. Hisname 
was Alexander Hamilton. Ie had been 
a distinguished officer of the revolution, 
and a trusted friend and counsellor of 
the illustrious Washington, On the or- 
ganization of the Government, Ilamilton 
became the leader of a great political par- 
ty, and was appointed the first Secretary 
of the Treasury of the United States. 
Ile wasthe ablest man that ever filled 
that office. As a party leader at the time 
of fierce political excitements, Mr. Ham- 
ilton was the shining mark of many bit- 
ter assaults. His own party was not 
slow or moderate in its counter attacks, 
Mr. Jefferson was the target of the Fed- 
eral or Hamiltonian diatribes. His pri- 
vate life, too, was overhauled, and his 
every act was distorted into something 
criminal or immoral. ‘There was no lim- 
it to this sort of abuse on both sides. At 
last the Jeffersonians lighted upon a 
precious piece of scandal aginst Mr. 
Hamilton which did not even need color- 
ing or exaggeration to render it excessive- 
ly distasteful to hisfriends and damage- 
ing to his reputation. 

The storyran thus: A buxom and at- 
tractive woman had visited the young 


rand suspectible Secretary of the Treasury, 


and under pretext of seeking some favor 
of him, had captivated and seduced him 
fronthe paths of duty and morality.— 
An amour of a somewhat extended and 
complieated character sprung out of the 
affair, which had gone far enough, how- 
ever, to expose the character of the wo- 
man as an adventuress and blackmailer of 
the most avaricious nature. Finnaliy, a 
convenient husband was introduced into 
the drama, an illiterate avd .vulgar fel- 
low, who attempted the panel game on 
the great Secretary. Nothing but an 
office in the sury or $60,000 in cash 
would solace th\.wonnds of his honor 
and connubial felicQy which were inflict- 
ed by Hamilton. 

That great. man resixed and defied the 
arts and importunities of both the woman 
and her suppositious husband. There- 
upon they sold their valuable 
scandal to the enemies of Mr. 
Hamilton, who were not slow in laying 
the whole affair before the world. Tlie 
friends of Hamilton denied. the story at 
first, but were quickly silenced by tlie 
amazing courage and honesty of his an- 


swer. 

Freely admitting that he had strayed 
from the path of duty, and had grievous- 
ly sinned as-@dather-and husband under 
the wiles and )seducing arts of a voluptu- 
ous woman, he indignantly repelled all 
aspersions upon his honor as a pubiic 
official and gentleman. For his sin, of 
which he ha deeply repented, he asked 
the indul e of his fellow citizens, bat 
if he bed. permitted himself to be misled 
by any arts or influence to a betrayal of 
the high trust confided to him, he should

It is a curious fact in our political and 
social history that Mr. Hamilton’s manly 
answer completely disarmed the public 
eensure, he continued until his un- 
happy death the idol of his party, and 
the most admired and respected political 
chieftain of the era.

The St. Louis Cotton Forgery, 


[By Telegraph to The Constitution. | 

Sr, Lovis, August 7.—Bethel C, A. 
Alexander, charged with forging cotton 
warehouse receipts, made a full confes- 
gion of his affairs to-day for the benefit of 
the public, as well as his creditors. He 
says nis first forged receipts were made 
Inst December to prevent his suspension 
or failure in business, and that none has 
been issued since April. The whole 
amount of spurious receipts issued cannot 
be ascertained, for it appears he made 
new ones to take up old ones. As sums 
ae raised on them became due he used 

enuine receipts in the usual way, and in 
j uly he had nearly 4,000 bales of cotton, 
out of the proceeds of which he intended 
to take up the forged certificates. The 

roceeds of the cotton sold to Phelps, 

rothers & Co. would have reduced the 
bad receipts one-half. The total amount 
of forged. receipts now out, he says, is 
$167,000, distributed as follows ; ik 
of the West, $42,000; German Savings 
Bank, $24,000; Mechanics’ Bank, $20,- 
000: Fourth National Bank, $10,000; 
Third National Bank, $45,000; Fusse & 
Brickér, commission house, $12,000; 
Hon Erastus Wells, $14,000. His assets, 
he asserts, are worth $280,000, and his 
liabilities are $313,000. Ile refers to the 
fact that all the money he raised on the 
bogus regeipts was put into his business 
instead of being spirited away.

yesterday. An Augusta antiquarian 
recently found an old coin in a house on 
Brooks street.

A Dog Surgeon.

One of the most remarkable instances 
of sagacity and animal reasoning-—for it 
is more than tnstinct—that we have ever 
yet heard of took place yesterday after- 
noon at the residence of Whittied Craw- 
ford, southeast corner of Seventh and 
Madison streets, in this city. The prin- 
Gipal actors in the case were a large dog 
belonging to Mr, Crawford, of the St. 
Bernardine and Newfoundland breed, 
about two years old, who readily answers 
tothe name of Carlo, and an ordinary 
domestic house eat named “Dick.” Be- 
tween the two a strong feeling of friend- 
ship has always existed, each sharing the 
other’s meals, and at night, Dick appre- 
ciating a soft bed, always found it by 
lying upon the top of his good-natured 
friend Carlo. On Wednesday last, on 
Mr. Crawford's return from market, he 
cut a piece of fresh meat into small 
pieces for Dick, but accidentally a 
necdic and thread lying close by got 
mixed up with the meat. This 
poor Dick swallowed, or attempted 
to swallow with the meat, but not suc- 
cecdipg, the needle stuck in his throat, 
from which cause he of course suffered 
intensely, and in his sufferings he had 
the entire sympathies of his friend Carlo, 
Like a skillful physician, Carlo set about 
discovering the scat of the disease,which 
he found existed in Dick’s neck. After 
an apparent consultation between the 
two, one as a patient, the other as a doc- 
tor, Carlo commenced operations by lick- 
ing Dick’s neck, the cat holding its head 
to one side to give Carlo a fair chance. 
The licking operation continued all day 
on Thursday and at intervals through the 
night, Carlo occasionally pausing to press 
his tongue against the neck of his feline 
friend, as if trying to foree some sharp- 
pointed instrument on the inside through 
the cat’sneck to the outside. Yesterday tue 
sanie operation was continued by Carlo 
until about ten o’clock, when he was seen 
with his whole body quivering with ex- 
citement trying to catch something with 
his teeth, in which he succeeded, and 
eiving a sudden jerk he pulled the needle 
throngh the hide of the cat, where it 
hung by the thread which still held it 
from the inside. The remainder of. the 
operation was performed by a daughter 
of Mr. Crawford, who pulled the thread 
through and = stuck the needle in 
the fence close by. The joy of Carlo 
knew no bounds, and frisking his bushy 
tail about and rubbing his shaggy sides 
against his master he showed his full 
knowledge of what he haddone by going 
to the cat and licking the wound in the 
neck and then to the needle in the fence, 
which he examined very minutely, say- 
ing in action almost as plain as words, 
A sonof Mr. Cmw- 
ford coming home from his labor was 
met by Carlo, who turned and ran to 
where the needle was, smelling it'as if to 
explain the case more fully to the new 
comer.

An Innocent Man Pardened After 
Seven Years in the State Prison. 


(From the Wisconsin State Journal) 

Mr. H. D. Carter, 2 worthy citizen of 
Wisconsin, left Madison for Waupun 
this morning a very happy man, bearing 
a free pardon of his brother, Mr. James 
3. Carter, who has spent seven years of 
a life sentence in the State Prison on a 
charge of murder, whereof, it appears, 
he was innocent, having only been guilty 
of being in bad company, witnessing the 
killing of u man by his wife, assisting to 
conceal the dead body, and then making 
a false confession of guilt to save the wo- 
man. The facts in the case, as we learn 
them, from a brief conversation with Mr. 
Carter, and a hasty examination of the 
records at the executive oflice, are in 
brief as follows : 

At the age ofaineteenAlr, J. B. Carter 
was at Work for Mr, lra B. Wheeler, of 
Pepin county, who wasa cobbler, and 
had frequent quarrels with his wife, with 
whom he suspected Carter and others of 
being too intimate. One day he was at 
work repairing some shoes for his wife, 
when she passed by in a narrow passage 
where he was sitting, and her dress drag- 
ged down a box of pegs. Ile told her to 
pick them up, which she declined. Pass- 
ing by again the same thing occurred, 
when he seized her and attempted to 
inake her do his bidding. She picked up 
at hatchet that lay near by and struck him 
a blow on the head, causing speedy death, 
Carter, who witnessed the deed with hor- 
ror, started to tly, but Mrs. Wheeler 
threatened that if he did she would accuse 
him, and by threats and persuasion in- 
duced him to help hide the body. Mrs. 
Wheeler then gave out that her husband 
had gone up the Chippewa river, and 
expressed fears that he had been drowned. 
Suspicion was aroused, search instituted, 
and the body was found. Mrs. Wheeler 
and Carter were arrested on suspicion of 
murder. It had been suggested to him 
to run away, but he said he had done 
nothing to cause him to do so. After 
sundry changes of venue, the case came 
to trial in La Cros:e county in May, 1367. 
The counsel for Mrs. Wheeler tried her i 
and persistently to induce Carter to con- 
fess himself guilty of the murder, saying 
to him that that was the only way of es- 
Ceape ier jiin, for that would clear Mrs. 
Wheeler, and then her testimony could 
be used in securing a pardon for hun. Such 
an attempt on the part of the counsel, 
under the window of the court-room, 
Where the jury in the case was sit- 
tine, was overheard. Carter held out 
for along time, but finally yielded to the 
persuasions Of the counsel, who pro- 
fessed to be as anxious for bis release as 
for that of Mrs. Wheeler, and confessed 
that he did the deed, as we understand, 
with a gun-barrel, a physician, is 
claime d, hat ner been bribed to testify 
that the fatal wound was thus com- 
mitted, instead of by a hatchet, as found 
by the coroner’s jury. The result was 
that both Carter and Mrs. Wheeler were 
couvieted and sent tothe State Prison for 
life. The latter, however, was, we um 
derstand, afterwards discharged on 
writ of crror, on some technical ground, 
but Carter was taken to the State Prison, 
where he has remained ever since, 

Tie brother of the convict, persuaded 
of the innocence of James, and that he 
had been deceived by professed friends in 
order to secure the release of the guilty 
party, has since been endeavoring 
to secure his brother’s release, and 
with the assistance of friends, has work- 
ed up a very strong case With a view to 
pardon. There is a mass of documents 
in Jie Governor's hands, some thirty in 
number, some of them indicated in the 
ofticial record of the reasons for pardon 
viven below, also including documents 
from witnesses and jurors, who were 
knowing to propositions made to him to 
confess himself guilty, with the indace- 
ments held out; testimonials of the State 
Prison officials to the man’s good charac- 
ter since confinement, and a variety of 
statements bearing on the case and con- 
clusive of the man’s innocence. These 
induced Governor Taylor to grant a par- 
don, the reasons being set forth in the 
executive reeords as follows: 

At the time of the conviction he was 
nineteen years old. It appears by the 
records, and affidavits and papers pre- 
sented, that he was made the dupe of 
Maggie Wheeler, with whom he was in- 
dicted. She had complete control oyer 
him, and was the real criminal herself, 
and his conviction was brought about by 
his extreme desire to shield and acquit 
her, upon the promise made by her and 
those interested for her that if he would 
should her and take the crime upon him- 
self, they would immediately obtain his 
pardon. The record discloses the fact 
that he was madethe victim of this 
woman and her friends. His pardon is 
recommended by the Judge who sen- 
tenced him, District Attorney who prose- 
cuted, and five of the jurors, several of 
the witnesses of the State, Rev. IL. Stone 
Richardson, and eight ministers of the 
gospel, Senator Hl. D. Barron, the County 
Judge, Clerk of the Circuit Court, and 
County Clerk of Pepin county, Sheriff of 
LaCrosse county, and nearly six hundred 
citizens of Pepin county.

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AROUND MEMPRTS. 

Memputs August 7.—The Conserva- 
tive victory yesterday is much larger than 
was supposed by the most sanguine sup- 
porters. Conservatives having carried 
every ward in the city except the fifth 
which only gave a majority of 29 for the 
Republicans. The Conservative major- 
ity in the city is 3593, and the total vote 
is over 10,000, or about 2,000 more than 
the ordinary vote. This is accounted for on 
the ground of hostility to the civil rights 
bill and mixed schools, and business being 
almost suspended, all went to the polls, 
The Conservative majority in this county 
will be over 4,000. 

BROWNLOW OPPOSING MAYNARD. 

KNOXVILLE, August 7.—The election 
in Knoxville and throughout Knox coun- 
ty yesterday was the most exciting for 
many years. Horace Maynard made two 
speeches during the canvass endorsing 
the civil rights bill as a party measure. 

Senator Brownlow was openly hostile 
to the bill, which he termed the sum of 
villanies and quintessence of abomina- 
tions. The result of the election was a 
complete revolution throughout the city 
and county, With sweeping pre olay for 
the conservative anti-civil rights ticket. 
The city was wild with joy last night, and 
the country people are crowding into the 
city to-day rejoicing over the unexampled 
victory. 

THE LOUISIANA EEPUBLICANS. 

New Or.eans, August 8.—In the Re- 
publican State Convension, matters have 
quicted down, and none but delegates are 
admitted into the State House, except by 
tickets, This action will doubtless exculde 
eveyone of Pinchback’s friends, The cau- 
cus action last night indicates that the 
convention will get through most of its 
business to-day,*although it will not get 
to work until noon. The delegates from 
the Third Congressional District met this 
moruing and renominated Hon. B. C. 
Dorrell for Congress, for his fourth term 
by acclamation. This is one of the 
strongest Republicans in the District. 

SWEPT THESTATE AS A WAIRLWIND. 

Wituineton, N, C.,—The returns re- 
ceived today fromall overthe State are 
contirmatory of last nights dispatches. 
The conservatives have swept the State 
like a whirlwind, legislature conserva- 
tive by a largely increased majority. In 
this the Fourth Judicial District the ma- 
jority for McKay, conservative, will pro- 
bably reach five or seven hundred. 

The returns now coming in are all one 
way. It is impossible to estimate correct- 
ly the majority for the State ticket, but 
it probably wit reach ten thousand. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., August 7.—The 
returns from this county are full. The 
Democrats carry the county by a largely 
increased majority, electing all the coun- 
ty officers. Pool, Democrat, for Super- 
intendent Public Instruction, has a ma- 
jority of 862. Schenck and Montgom- 
ery, for Judge and Solicitor, 355 and 362 
majority respectively. Ashe, democrat, 
for Congress, has a majority of 1,044. 
Cleaveland gives Durham, Fadependent 
Democrat, 1,100 majority. Lincoln coun- 
ty gives Schenck, Pool and Ashe 300 to 
100 majority. Gaston county, Schenck 
365, Ashe 300, Pool 314 majority. Ca- 
barrus gives a majority for Pool, Ashe 
and Schenck of between 450 and 600. It 
is certain that Schenck, Ashe and Mont- 
gomery are elected. Iredell goes Demo- 
cratic as usual, by a large majority. Eve- 
rything seems to indicate that the State 
has gone Democratic by not less than 
20,000 majority. The Legislature will 
be largely Democratic. Much enthusi- 
asm here among the conservatives, 

SOUNDS OF JOY, 

RaLeian, August 7.—Heavy Demo- 
cratic gains from all parts of the State. 
The State has gone Democratic by from 
10,000 to 20,000 majority. Seven Demo- 
cratic Congressmen out of eight elected. 
There isa Democratic gain of some 20 
in the Legislature. There is great re- 
joicing in the city, speaking in the streets 
throughout the day and cannon booming, 
In Wake county the Democratic ticket 
has been clected for the first time in 14 
years, 

SWEPT THE STATE IN TENNESSEE, 

NASHVILLE, August 7.—Every Ward 
and all districts in this city except the 
13th and 30th have made returns and the 
regular Democratic ticket is elected by a 
majority ranging from 2,000 to 3,000. 
Judge Cooper, for Chancellor, has 200 
majority over Brien, and over Brien and 
McClain together 982. Two districts to 
be heard from, but will not change the 
result the other way over one hundred. 
The result throughout the State as far as 
heard from, is that the Democrats have 
swept the State and elected their candi- 
dates in every county. Knox county 
gives a Democratic majority of from 300 
to 900.

THE NEW OFFICERS. 


There is considerable discussion here 

about the recent elections by the Trus- 
tees. Comment generally, however, is 
favorable. 
The election of Dr. H. H. Tucker to 
the Chancellorship is in pursuance of the 
unification scheme recently introduced 
by Dr, J. O. A. Clark, and adopted by 
the board. Dr. Tucker is regarded as 
the head of one of the largest ‘and most 
powerful denominations in the State : he 
is a man of known culture and great 
ability ; and with his influence, the use- 
fulness of the University will be |: irgely 
increased. 

The two professorships were given to 
the Methodists, Dr. Spear is regarded 
as one of the ablest Divines in that 
Church, and by his education and tastes, 
is well qualified to fill the Chair of Belles 
Letters. Gen. W. M. Browne, of Athens, 
who fills the Chair of History and Politi- 
cal Economy, is an ‘Irishman by birth. 
He is also a gentleman of liberal educa- 
tion—took an active part in our late war, 
and lost all he was worth. Since the 
war he has become familiar to many of 
your readers through his connection with 
the Press of your State. Ile is regarded 
here as being eminently qualified to dis-

OTHER CHANGES. 


The Trustees adjourned to-day. Be- 
sides the election, they have introduced 
other changes into the College manage- 
ment, First. All Society Medals have 
been abolished : this isa good move ; for 
instead of being the rewards of merit, 
these medals have now become the re- 
wards uf personal popularity, and con- 
sequently, productive of Considerable 
bad feeling and jealousy. Second. Here- 
after no student will be admitted into the 
University except under a pledge that he 
will not join any secret society. The ob- 
ject of this pledge is to increase interest 
and membership in the two literary so- 
cietics—the Phi Kappa and Demosthe- 
nian,—which have heretofore been neg- 
lected on account of these clubs. The 
Trustees intend, further, to abolish the 
present University style of commence- 
ment, and instead thereof, reintroduce 
the old College Commencements ; that 
is to say, the Sophomore, Junior, and 
Senior days: this is a mere matter of taste. 
The subject of college discipline was 
considered by them, and they have shown 
that they are in favor of resurrecting the

Sik: T have just returned from an absence, 
and find your letter of the 25th ult., inform. 
ing me of the action of the City Council in 
offering the property on Broad, Forsyth and 
Walton streets ; and haye submitted the pre- 
posal to the Sccretary of the Treasury, to 
gether with maps of the ¢ity. The Secretary 
states that he considers the acquisition of a 
suitable site of the greatest importance, and 
that he should 

PREFER TO PURCHASE A SITE 
entirely satisfactory rather than 
inferior one. 

As I could not assure him that the Jot 
offered was by any means the best site that 
could be offered in Atlanta, he has authwor- 
ized me to say to you that 

HE CANNOT ACCEPT THE OPFER 
without investigating the case further. Ile 
intimated, however, that he would aceept as 
much of the Westmoreland block as com- 
prises the frontage on Marietta street, run- 
ning back 130 feet.. This would, if Lain not 
mistaken, leave the portion of the block on 
Walton street, 90 feet indepth, which would 
be abundantly deep for all business purposes. 

As the location of the Custom houns 
would undoubtedly benefit the property 
and inerease its value, could not your city 

yurehase the entire block and sell, after the 
eation of the Custom House, the 90 feet 
referred to ?

Our citizens will remember the account 
we gaye of the horrible killing of his wife by 
S. BK. Brinkly at Newnan. Our Newnan 
cotemporary reiterates the facts in speaking 
of the trial. It says the defense of the 
prisoner was insanity. 

There had been some domestie difficulties 
in the family of the prisoner, caused ¢hicfly 
by his intemperanee. On the 13th of last 
May, the prisoner went to the store of Mr. 
Hi. «. Wilkinson in this city, and ‘after 
eoiug into the back room of the store took 
his’seat at a table and seemingly commenced 
to write, He then came out Tol lfrrg a piece 
of paper as he came and put it in his pock- 
et.
